The gun which Captain I. N. Lewis 
brought back from France will cost less than 
$5,500, and the plans were secured, contract 
‘made, and the gun will be completed within 
four months.

„ Most of the street railways of Zurich are 
owned by the municipality, and it is only 
a question of time when the few private lines 
still holding franchises also will be under 
the control of the city officials. 
** Municipal ownership of street railways is 
ground greatly in Europe. The fare 
in Zurich is today 2.5 cents when buying the 
tickets in block books, but will within the 
course of a few years be lowered to two 
cents. It is remarkable that the city can run 
the street railways so cheaply, considering 
the expensive and solid way in which the 
tram lines are constructed and the high 
price of soft coal, which costs from $6.37 to 
$7.72 per ton delivgred at the power station. 
„During the years 1808-1900 the City of 
Zurich has changed its horse car lines into 
electric lines, with the overhead trolley sys- 
tem, and also largely extended the mileags. 
The total length of track now is twenty-five 
miles and the number of cars 150, of which 
forty are trailers. The electric lines have all 
been constructed by J. Siegfrid Edstrom, a 
Swedish engineer, who received his technical

PARTY UPHOLDS TAX CUT.

Bill Prepared by Ways and Means Com-

PRYESAYS HAY WILL STAY 


AMENDMENT OF TREATY NOT TO 
FORCE A RESIGNATION. 


Secretary Gives Authority for an 0ff- 
cial Denial of Reports That He Will 
Take Rejection of His Plan as a 
Slight—Senate in Executive Session 
Discusses Proposed Agreement with 
England—Members Again Note Fact 
That Secrets Are Public Property. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—[Special.]— 
An official denial by Senator Frye of the 
possibility of Secretary of State Hay’s resig- 
nation in case the Foreign Relations com- 
mittee amendment to the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty should prevail, was the feature of 
today’s executive session of the Senate. Mr. 
Frye said he was authorized to make the 
announcement to set at rest the reports now 
in circulation. 

The Senate spent almost flve hours today 
in the executive session considering the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty. There were five or six 
speeches made, some of them by Senators 
who had not spoken hitherto upon the 
treaty and others by Senators who had 
previously expressed themselves. Among 
the latter was Senator Morgan, who took 
issue with Senator Teller as to the purport 
of the first clause of that treaty, claiming 
that it applied only to Great Britain's right 
to fortify the Nicaragua Canal itself. 


Teller Would Ignore England. 

Senator Teller replied at some length, re- 
peating his declaration that the United 
States should construct the canal, if at all, re- 
gardless of the English position and without 
going through the formality of ratifying the 
pending treaty. 

Speeches were made by Senators Money, 
Stewart, Frye, and others. Senator Stewart 
announced that he was for the treaty with- 
out amendment, and Senator Money that he 
was against the treaty in any form. He 
wanted the canal built as much as any Sen- 
ator could, he said, but he considered the 
pending treaty little less than an insult to 
the intelligence of the American people. He 
wanted no partnerships with any country in 
—o or management of the ¢anal when

JHE RBAPACIOUS BREWERS. 
The brewers havé no sense of moderation. 
The Committee on Ways and Means offers 
them $10,000,000 a year. That sum would 
satisfy most men even if they had made 
a fairly liberal campaign subscription and 
had “worked” in a quiet way during the 
campaign. But the brewers. are insatiate. 
They are offered $10,000,000. They demand 
$54,000,000. They call for the repeal of 
the entire war tax of 85 cents a barrel 
on fermented liquors. They do not ask 
for this on behalf of the beer drinkers. 
They do not promise cheaper beer or more 
beer and less froth in the glass if the tax 
is cut down from $1.85 to $1 a barrel. 

The brewers are working for themselves, 
not for their customers. They are well 
organized. They have pretty nearly dis- 
posed of competition. They have to a great 
extent taken the saloon business into their 
own hands and thus absorbed the profits 
which the saloonkeeper used to make. They 
are in a position where they can retain 
for themselves whatever amount may be 
rebated from the beer tax. Customers are 
well aware of that and hence are not making 
themselves hoarse by crying out to Congress 
to lower that tax. ~ 

' While the Republican members of the 
Committee on Ways and Means propose 
to take 25 cents off the beer tax the Demo- 
cratic members have voted to take off 88 
cents, thus giving the brewers all they 
ask for. The Democrats have said that the 
brewers made large contributions to the 
Republican campaign fund and that the 
price agreed on to be paid was the lower-

| is such as to suggest the use of disenfectants 
on the part of people who are forced to visit 
it. The Monadnock Building, with 490,000 
feet of floor space, is, like the other down- 
town buildings of its class, as clean as soap 
and water can make it. Its windows shine, 
its floors and walls are brightly polished, 
and the slightest trace of litter in a remote 
corner is gathered up almost instantly by 
watchful hands. What is true of the Monad- 
mock in these respects is true of the other 
great skyscrapers in the down-town district. 
@ are forty peo- 
ple regularly employed on janitor work. In 
the Monadnock there are eighty. The jan- 
tors of the Monadnock have more than six 
times as much floor space to take care of. 
They have 700 windows to keep clean, 
against 320 windows which the County 
Building janitors allow te remain dirty. 
More striking still, the forty incompetents 
in the employ of the county draw $25,480 a 
year for their poor and shiftiess work, while 
the eighty hard-working and competent jan- 
itors of the Monadnock Building are paid 
but $80,000 annually for their entirely 
adequate and satisfactory service. The con- 
trast furnishes another and a forcible ex- 
ample of a condition which exists in 
almost every branch of the public service. 
Ig almost every instance it appears the 
public pays much more for shamelessly in- 
competent service than private ‘firms or

The long-headed, crafty members 
of both Houses, who have served in sev- 
eral Congresses and who have had experi- 
ence of political storms following the en- 
actment of unwise measures, are not in 
favor of the various schemes of public plun- 
der which are now offered to the people. 
One does not find Uncle Joe Cannon, chair- 
man of Committee on Appropriations, 
joining hig voice with the chorus.of the 
surplus busters.

There are several members in the Lower 
House who have had experience with land- 
slides in the wrong direction. They know 
how unpleasant it is to be thrown out by 
the peeple when the biennial election comes 
around, and to have to stay at home for 
two years with nothing to do except to 
scheme how to get back to Washington. 
These are not the members who are most 
likely to assist schemes to raid the Treasury. 
It will be found that there are a number 
of old in the Senate who are not in 
favor of these attacks on the surplus, but 
probably the larger number of such wise 
ones will be found in the House. If any 
bad measures do get through the Senate 
and reach the representatives of the peo- 
ple at the other end of the Capitol they 
probably will be “ turned down there with 
outspoken censure or with feigned regret. 


THE TWO WATERWAYS. 

The commission appointed to investigate 
the question of a deep waterway from the 
great lakes to the Atlantic reports that the 
cost of construction of a twenty-one-foot 
channel from Lake Erie to New York City 
via Lake Ontario, the Mohawk Valley, and 
the Hudson will be $206,000,000. ö 

The estimated cost ot the Nicaragua Canal 
is 200,000,000. Amsuming that the engi- 
neers have been reasonably accurate in their 
estimates, there will be no practical differ- 
ence in the cost of these two great works. 
One of them will unite two oceans and 
shorten by thousands of miles the distance 
by water between the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts of the United States. It will be open 


at all seasons of the year. The other, which 


will not be available during the winter 
months, will add to the facilities which the 
chief products of the West enjoy for reach- 
ing the seaboard. 28 

The Nicaragua Canal appeals more forci- 
bly to the imagination than does the water- 
way from the great lakes to the Atlantic, but 
from a purely business point of view there 
is no comparison between the two. Esti- 
mates differ widely as to the volume of 
freight which will pass through an isthmian 
canal. The higher estimates, the accuracy 
of which is questionable, do not equal the 
volume of freight which it is known will 
traverse a deep channel connecting the lakes 
and the ocean. The economies in transpor- 
tation due to the opening of an isthmian 
canal will not equal the economies which 
will follow when a vessel drawing twenty- 
one feet of water can go from Chicago to 
New York. It is estimated that with a 
twenty-one-foot waterway the actual cost 
of the transportation of a bushel of wheat 
between the two cities will fall to one and 
one-quarter cents, being six cents less than 
it is now. . 

It is said that what the West would save 
by reason of improved means of access to 


of the deep waterway. This may be an 
exaggeration, but it is certain that the 
waterway in question would be much more 
valuable to the West and to the commercial 
interests of the country than the Nicaragua 
Canal could be. ‘The former would pay. It 
is doubtful about the latter. 

The cotton growers of the South favor the 
Nicaragua Canal for a business reason. 
They believe it will enable them to ship more 
cotton to Asia. The people in general favor 
it chiefly as a military measure. It will 
make possible the rapid transfer of war- 
ships from one ocean to the other. They 
have not forgotten the long trip of the Ore- 
gon from San Francisco to take part in a 
fight off Cuba. It is safe to say that if it 
were not for this phase of the question little 
would be heard in the West about the 
Nicaragua Canal, while a great deal would 
be heard about that waterway the construc- 
tion of which would give to all the grain 
growers of the West better prices for their 
products. |

WOES OF THE CAMERA TRUST. 

The Rochester Optical and Camera com- 
pany, a combination formed a year ago with 
a view to monopolizing the photographic in- 
strument business, has already got into 
trouble. The trust began swimmingly with 
a capital of $3,500,000, and at once put its 
new powers to the test by rasing prices and 
by laying some rigid restrictions upon re- 
tailers. As a result the business of the 
combined firms fell off $400,000 during the 
first year, and the trust now finds itself 
hard pushed to pay the guaranteed dividend 
on its preferred stock. In order to raise the 
money before the end of the year it has been 
compelled to cut its own prices, thus disor- 
ganizing the market and inflicting a hard- 
ship upon dealers who bought goods before 
the break came, The natural result is the 
rapid depreciation of camera trust shares, 
and the concern seems to be on a fair way to 
join the increasing number of defunct trusts. 

The experiences of this ambitious combine 
are instructive. The prompt falling off in 
its trade shows how futile it is to attempt to 
force a fictitious increase in the price of any 
commodity that is not a necessity of daily 
life. People can get along without cameras, 
and many did so rather than pay the larger 
prices demanded by the trust. In other 
words, an attempt to force up prices on luxu- 
ries promptly leads to a loss in trade, while 
an attempt to force up prices on necessities 
stimulates competition. In either case the 
trust is likely to come to grief sooner or 
later. The experience of the camera trust 
is exceptional only in the remarkable quick- 
ness. with which this would-be monopoly 
reached the end of its tether. 

Many other combinations formed with 
similar aims during the historic trust craze 
of a year or two ago are now facing difficul- 
ties of the same sort. The overcapitalized 
concerns and those that sought to exact 
higher prices for their products are the ones 
that are likely to be in the deepest water. 
The collapse or quiet dissolution of many 
guch concerns has almost cured the mania

States government has been reported favor- 
ably in the House.

As it is specially 
provided that the old system shall be re-

eber, and Mr. Shafroth’s bill would 
merely extend its use to the other depart- 
ments and bureaus. It is not a matter that 
need concern the private citizen particularly. 
In many ways it is desirable that the gov- 
ernment adopt the metrie system for its own 
work. It is the international system, being 
in use by all the great nations except Great 
‘Britain and the United States, and it would 
be more convenient for use in all dealings 
with foreign nations for that reason. An 
arbitrary change from pounds and feet to 
grammes and meters may create more or 
less confusion in computing the tariff duties, 
but all large importing firms are already 


‘accustomed to the French system, and the 


customs officials could soon adjust them- 
selves to the change. ! 


This is a minor innovation as compared 


with any attempt to compel the adoption of 
the metric system in private business. Such 
a measure would inflict heavy financial loss 


on the whole nation and would cause an 


amount of inconvenience and confusion that 
could not be compensated for by the fact 
that the new system might be somewhat 
better than the old. All attempts to force 
the metric system upon the people should 
continue to be voted down. It may gradu- 
ally make its way into business through for- 
eign commerce and through such partial 
changes as that contemplated by Mr. 
Shafroth’s bill. If it comes in that way 
there will be little objection to it, In the 
meantime the average citizen will care little 
what system of weights and measures the 


government uses. 1 


RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 

One of the most. gratifying features of 
the Postmaster General's annual report 
is the statement that rural free delivery 
has been greatly extended in the last two 
years and that its operation has proved 
eminently successful. It has already passed 
the experimental’ stage and has been suf- 
ficiently tested to observe its effects. These, 
in the opinion of the Postmaster General, 
are now clearly apparent. 

The most important result of free rural 
delivery undoubtedly is that it brings city 
and country nearer together. The producer 
is brought more directly in contact with 
the purchaser and consumer. The farmer 
instead of waiting some times days before 
he can go to the nearest” postoffice is now 
in daily postal communication with the 
centers of trade and is more intimately ac- 
quainted with trade movements and prices. 
He no longer trusts to hearsay reports, 
but gets his news at first hand and with 
promptness. Thus with his larger stock 
ot immediate information he can decide 
with more certainty and in general finds 
himself on a surer business footing. With 
this increase of opportunity, has come the 
improvement of roads and the enhancement 
of the value of farms. Whatever tends to 


bring communities into closer communica- ’ 


tion tends to increase values and to open up 
increased opportunities for business. 

The Postmaster General also notes social 
and economic changes during the last two 
years which are most gratifying. He as- 
serts that the disposition to leave the farm 
for the town has been checked and that 
daily communication with the world has 
sensibly mitigated “the isolation and 
monotony which have been the bane of 
agricultural life.” It has also pruved to 
be an effective educational agency. 
“Wherever it is extended the schools im- 
prove and the civic spirit of the community 
feels a new pulsation. ‘The standard of 
intelligence is raised; enlightened interest 
in public affairs is quickened, and better 
citizenship follows.” „ 

The Postal department is now supplying 
service for 31,000,000 people in cities and 
towns. The problem before it is to carry 
the postofiice to the doors of about 21,000,000 
more, scattered over 1,000,000 square miles 
of territory. So far as the machinery of 
delivery is concerned the problem offers no 
difficulties. It is now purely a question 
of expense, which, of course, should be care- 
fully considered, as the Postal department 


is not self-sustaining. The deficit for the. 


last fiscal year was $5,385,688 and the es- 
timated deficit for the next fiscal year is 
$4,634,307. But upon the showing of the 
Postmaster General that rural free delivery 
stimulates social and business correspond- 
ence and that its introduction is invariably 
followed by inereased circulation of the 
press and of periodical literature rural free 
delivery should be promoted to the fullest 
extent that can be attained without too 
seriously trenching upon the revenues of the 
department.

“Titerary Rambles at Home and 
Abroad.” By Theodore F. Wolfe, M. D., 
Ph. D. J. B. Lippincott & Co. 

Dr. Wolfe is an indefatigable and opti- 
mistic literary pilgrim. There no shrine 
too humble to merit a visit him, and 
once there he has only affable words of 
praise for the subject. The first five chap- 
ters of this book extend the list of American 
authors whose homes were sketched in a 
previous volume, and the later chapters in- 
crease the list of British authors whose 
lives and works have been discussed in still 
another book.

New Jersey rambles bring to light the homes 
of such moderns as the Gilders, Stephen 
Crane, Stedman, and Marion Harland, and 
recall memories of Irving and Cooper and 
of the unhappy and less well known Henry 
William Herbert. Dr. Wolfe loves to pause 
before the scenes that Frank Stockton has 
made famous, and he introduces us to 
origina! Rudder Grange, as well as to the 
later homes of the quaint humorist.

restraint ever since the moment when, 
during the course of an interview with Pope 
Pius IX. at the Vatican in 1867, she sud- 
denly became bereft of her reason. | 
It remains to be seen whether the Aus- 
trian. government will be officially repre- 
sented at the consecration ceremony, and it 
is probable that had it not been for the 
scene between the Austrian Ministress and 
the Mexican Ambassador at the White 
House, Dr. von Hengelmüller would have 
been requested by the Emperor Francis 
Joseph to represent him at the ceremony. 


It may be just as well to call attention to 
the fact that the appointment of Lord 
Clarendon to the position of Lord Chamber- 
lain in England indicates the inauguration 
of an era of infinitely greater exclusiveness 
at the court of St. James than has prevailed 
until now. Lord Latham, Lord Carrington, 
and Lord Hopetoun, every one of them al- 
lowed their good natures to get the best of 
them, or else yielded to social and even 
royal influences that were brought to bear 
upon them. The Queen, however, has come 
to the conclusion that the moment has ar- 
rived to put a stop to the laxity which now 
exists in the matter of admission of women 
to drawing-rooms, and in the grant of in- 
vitations to state balls and state concerts. 
It is for this reason that she has appointed 
Lord Clarendon, who, a typical English 
country gentleman, with old-fashioned ap- 
preciations of respectability and strict views 
as to the necessity of maintaining the tradi- 
tions of the national aristocracy, is utterly 
out of sympathy with what is known in 
London society as the smart set.“ He is 
hospitable, but likewise extremely exclusive, 
and the doors both of his town mansion and 
of his country seats remain rigorously closed 
to the new rich and to those social nobodies 
whose names occupy so much space and 
prominence in the journals yclept “ society. 
The Queen knows this, and looks to him to 
exercise identically the same degree of care 
in the selection of those who are admitted 
to court as he displays in the selection of his 
own guests. 
Lord Clarendon is a widower of about 54, 
and has inherited much of the tact for which 
his father, the fourth Earl of Clarendon, 
was so famed. This peer, it may be remem- 
bered, was entreated alike by French and 
English statesmen to prevent Napoleon III. 
from carrying out his firm and obstinate in- 
tention of proceeding to the Crimea for the 
purpose of assuming in person the command 
of the allied forces that had invaded Russia. 
All were at their wits’ ends about the tter, 
when suddenly the Earl bethought f 
to advise Queen Victoria to issue an in- 
vitation to Napoleon and to his consort to 
visit England, which, owing to the unfriend- 


wards the French imperial couple, was a 
compliment which Napoleon and Eugene 
prized above everything else. This invita- 
tion and the return visit effectually pre- 
vented the Emperor from proceeding to the 
Crimea, while it was the origin of the close 
friendship between the Empress and the 
Queen. One of Lord Clarendon’s country 
seats is that Kenilworth Castle which has
